THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 


Editor Capital: 


Sir—It is as yet a matter of un- 
certainty whether the ratepayers will 
have an opportunity of reading the 
Francis report in full, It is consid- 
ered a certainty that the great body 
of taxpayers will not read the report 
even if given an opportunity to do so. 
What conclusion Mr. Francis arrives 
at, or if indeed he arrives at any con- 
clusion, is yet unknown to the rate- 
payers. generally. 

There is at least one point upon 
which it would appear there can be 
no difference of opinion and that is 
that the success of the management of 
the affairs of this city depend wholly 
upon the application of business 
methods. 

A review of the affairs of the city, 
during the past seven ycars at least, 
will amply demonstrate that many 
costly mistakes have been made from 
year to year and there can be no 
suggestion of impropriety or wrong- 
doing, and successive sets of men 
having had charge of the affairs of 
the city are quite satisfied, in their 
own minds, that what they did in their 
own day was the proper thing to do 
under the circumstances. 

The present system of government 
would appear to be coming in for a 
great deal of hostile criticism and 
yet I am satisfied that if the system 
was properly carried out in the spirit 
of the charter we could get good ad- 
ministration and management. 


The success of the system depends 
upon the personal and the charter pre- 
supposes that there will be good men 
in the council. The present council 
would appear to be quite up to the 
average of any council we have ever 
had and the present commission is 
perhaps not weaker and is certainly 
not stronger than any commission we 
have had, but the trouble is that our 
commission has never been as strong 
as it ought~to have been. 

Here-we have an investment of cap- 
ital under one management larger 
than any other investment in Wes 
ern Canada outside of a railway. “Here 
we have what corresponds to an in- 
vestment of between four and five mil- 
lion dollars, and yet we place this in- 
vestment in the hands of men who 
have never earned more than three 
thousand dollars a year in their lives 
and the mere statement of these facts 
demonstrates the absurdity of our po- 
sition, 

To my mind there is but one rem- 
edy and that is that we should go 
through the length and breadth of 
Canada and first find enterprises car- 
ried on with a five million dollar in- 
a commissioner of that stamp might 
have saved the city of Edmonton from 
twenty-five to fifty thousand dollars a 
year. The cost of a good man is 
nothing compared to his services. The 
Toronto street railway only the other 
day doubled the salary of their man- 
ager, raising his salary from ten to 
twenty thousand dollars a year. A 
deputy minister was taken from the 
Ottawa government by a private cor- 
poration who tripled his salary. Ter 
or fifteen thousand dollars a year is a 
lafge salary, but such a salary must 
be considered in connection with the 
total investment.

I think it safe to say that if suchia 
man were employed by the city of 
Edmonton that the council . would 
drop into its right place and that 
that body would confine itself to the 
vestment. Let us endeavor to 
out such enterprises which, as nearly 
as possible, resemble in their opera- 
tions the construction and operation 
work required to be done in the city 
of Edmonton. We shall probably tind 
that the men charged with the re- 
sponsibility of the control of such 
enterprises are in receipt of salaries 
of not less than ten thousand dollars 
a year; then if suitable men can be 
found, and I venture to think they 
can be found, they must be taken 
away from such enterprises and 
brought to the city of Edmonton as 
commissioners at a salary which will 
induce them to leave their present 
business, ana, speaking personally, 
and from some five years’ experience 
in municipal affairs, I am prepared 
to say that fifteen thousand dollars a 
year will not be too great a salary 
for the right man.

decision of the Swine Breeders’ As- 
sociation in conjunction with the 
Sheep Breeders’ Association, to pay 
freight on all swine exhibits to the fat 
stock show from any part of Alberta, 
and it is hoped that the continuation 
of this freight arrangement will in- 
crease the entries in connection with 
the forthcoming show. ‘I'he competi- 
tion was keen in a-number of classes 
of the show, .and particularly in the 
dressad carcass competitions. 

The value placed on the first edition 
of the breeders’ directory, published in 
1908, is shown .by the numerous appli- 
cations received.at the office for the 
same, and justified the publication of 
a second edition. ‘fhe first: edition 
contained the names of 102 breeders, 
and owing to the.increased interest in 
sending in meturns, the second direct- 
ory contains the tiames of 225 breed- 
ers. I't is comacquently far more com- 
plete and will be of'greater value. A 
list of breeders of grade stock is also 
published, so that breders of pure-bred 
stock who may wish to make sales 
will have a fairly complete list of 
names to write to. Published with the 
directory is a diagram showing the 
location of points of the hog for the 
information more particularly of be- 
ginners in the swine industry, An ar- 
ticle is also published with the direc- 
tory written by W.. I. Stevens, live 
stock commissioner for Alberta, giv- 
ing timely hints to swine breeders. 

The association wishes to express 
its appreciation of the financial and 
other assistance given by the Alberta 
and Dominion departments of agricul- 
ture to the association and the fat 
stock show.

The Swine Industry. 

‘The number of hogs in the province 
shows a considerable increase each 
year, Mr. McMullen, general live 
stock agent for the C.P.R., places the 
shipment of hogs during 1909 at 60,- 
769, and the value at $607,690, ‘Anoth- 
er authority places the number of hogs 
marketed in 1909 at 80,000, at an aver- 
age price of from 6 to 9c per Ib. Mr. 
MeMullen places the percentage in- 
crease of the shipment of hogs along 
the C. & E| line during the past year 
at 15 per cent., the increase on the 
Wetaskiwin branch, 139 per cent., and 
the increase on the Lacombe branch 
43 per cent. While the supply has not 
nearly reached the demand, it is satis- 
factory to note this material increase 
in the output.
